that he was unable to assist her in obtaining employment 
that day since the . Government offices were closed. He further 
told her that he did not want the captioned victim to call him 
ever again.

It is noted that LUKENS never denied having sexual b6 
relations with the victim in the meeting that was taped at tlb7c 
McDonald's Restaurant nor did he ever deny on the consensual 
monitor telephone call on 11/11/88. He did acknowledge that he 
had met the victim over a year ago in the Columbus, Ohio, area.

During this 
interview, the victim admitted having sexual relations with 
LUKENS on two occasions and specifically setting forth the 
activity that occurred on the evening of 11/6/88. The victim 
expressed a willingness to testify against LUKENS and cooperate 
with Columbus Police Department in this matter. She further set
